1$ch in the Night with great Expedition and Secre- 
cy, and the 19ch in the ae artack’d the Impe- 
rialifts near Montechiaro and afterwards at Calcina- 
to. The Difpure was hot for fome Hours, the Im- 
perialifts made the firft Difcharge, and defended 
themfelves wih great Vigour; they gain‘ fome 
Advantage over the French, whom they furrounded. 
in 2 or 3 Atacks; bur at laft they were forc’d to 
yield’ to the {uperior Number, and to abandon thofe 
2'Pofts, leavirg in them 6 Bield-Pieces ; and retir’d 
to Gavardo, the French nos being able to hinder 
them, The Advices vary as to the Lofs on each fide, 
but in general ‘ris taken for granted the Imperialifts 
have loft more than the French, becaufe of the Pri- 
foners that were taken from the former in their Re- 
treat ; fo thar fome make their Lofs to be 1500, fome 
Men. reported General Palkenftein was 
wounded and taken, and that the Generals Vifconti 
and Grimaldi were wounded. Of the French, the 
Marquis de Str. Germain Beaupre, du Heron, Be- 
labre, and fome other General Officers, are faid to 


be wounded, The Pruffians diftinguith’d themfelves 
' eminently on this Occafion, and fuffer’d the moft. 


Afcer the Action Prince Eugene arriv’d at Gavardo. 
Whither he caus’d the 2 Regiments of Palatins to 
come from Bidizzole, as alfo other Troops from 
Polpenazze, in order to fix a Camp by Mount 
Paida, by drawing a Line from Soprazoco, Villan- 
nova, and Gava-do. to above Leone, S, Martino, and 
Mofcoline, where on the 2oth Inftant fome new 
Prudfian Troops arriv’d, and with them 500, Recruits 
for the Regiment of Reventlau. His Highrefs has 
difpatch'd Couriers into the Trentin to haften the 
march of the Troups, and into the Veroneze to carry 
neceffary Orders to the Troops on that fide, They 
write from Salo, that the French having abandon'd 
the Poft of Lazife, the Imperialifts have taken Pof- 
feffion of it, and have laid a Bridge over the Adige 
at Guffolenge.
